Fo rd ’s news co nference 
co mes in the wake o f an agree­ 
ment by New Yo rk City banks 
and u nio n p ensio n fu nd s to take

fo r refinancing the city ’s mas­ 
siv e sho rt-term d ebt — and at 
intei^t rates lo wer than they 
hav e been getting.

$9.4 billio n p lan to end the

MADRID, Sp ain (AP) - 
King Ju an Carlo s is beginning 
his reign with the liberal ges­ 
tu re o f an amnesty fo r mo st p o ­ 
litical p riso ners and a p ro mise 
that terro rists awaiting trial fo r 
p o litical mu rd ers will no t be 
ex ecu ted . 
Go v ernment so u rces said the 
clemency will benefit abo u t 15,- 
000 p riso ners, inclu d ing abo u t 
1.000 p o litical p riso ners who 
will be released immed iately , 
abo u t 700 o thers who se terms 
will be sho rtened and between 
2.000 and 3,000 co mmo n crimi­ 
nals who will be freed . 
The rest will be co mmo n 
criminals who se sentences will 
be red u ced . 
The amnesty d o es no t ap p ly 
to between 250 and 350 p erso ns 
being held o n charges o f terro r­ 
ist activ ity . Bu t the d ecree p u b­ 
lished to d ay in the Official Ga­ 
zette said d eath sentences giv ­ 
en any p erso ns no w awaiting 
trial fo r terro rist killings wo u ld 
be co mmu ted to life imp riso n­ 
ment. 
Mo st o f tho se in jail o n ter­ 
ro rist charges are u rban an­ 
archists o r members o f ETA, 
the Basq u e gu errilla o rgan­ 
izatio n fighting fo r the ind e­ 
p end ence o f the three Basq u e 
p ro v inces in no rthwest Sp ain. 
In an attemp t to check ter­ 
ro rist mu rd ers o f p o licemen, 
the Franco regime in Au gu st 
mad e the d eath p enalty man­ 
d ato ry fo r terro rists co nv icted 
o f killing o r mu tilating secu rity 
o fficers. Desp ite a wav e o f p ro ­ 
tests in Sp ain and abro ad when 
fiv e su ch killers were ex ecu ted 
two mo nths ago , the amnesty 
d ecree gav e no ind icatio n that 
the law wo u ld be mo d ified . 
The d ecree said p erso ns 
serv ing terms o f three y ears o r 
less wo u ld be released imme­ 
d iately alo ng with tho se waiting 
trial fo r o ffenses p u nishable by 
terms o f no mo re than three 
y ears. Sentences o f fro m three 
to six y ears will be cu t in half. 
Tlio se between six and 12 y ears 
will be red u ced 25 p er cent. 
Tho se between 12 and 20 y ears 
will be cu t 20 p er cent. And 
sentences o f mo re than 20 
y ears will be red u ced a six th. 
The king said in the d ecree 
that the resto ratio n o f the mo n­ 
archy “mu st mean a reaffir­ 
matio n o f aims to ward a so lid ­ 
arity and p eacefu l liv ing-to geth­ 
er o f all Sp aniard s.” He called 
fo r “natio nal harmo ny in o rd er 
to co nso lid ate the majo r o bjec­ 
tiv e o f the mo narchy : the u nre- 
no u nceable go o d o f p eace.”

What is as American as pumpkin 
pie, as old as the Indian nations, as 
official as a presidential proclama­ 
tion, and as lively as a football game 
in November? 
You’re right—Thanksgiving is 
more ancient than the United States 
yet fresh as every fall. It has a spe­ 
cial magic vitality which causes it to 
flourish in our national habits. 
Thanksgiving is remembrance and 
celebration. It promotes stadium 
cheers and sanctuary prayers. 
Around this annual observance 
swirls all the commercialism of a 
shopping-center society, all the nos­ 
talgia of homecoming and feasting, 
and then that something more—a 
deep yearning to articulate a feeling 
and mood which is religious at the 
very core: gratitude to the Heavenly 
Father for the good things of life. 
Praise and thanksgiving are the 
central expressions of religious faith 
mutually shared by Protestants, 
Catholics, and Jews. Those holy sen­ 
timents are traced to the Psalms of 
the Old Testament, later to be the 
words of gratitude and praise that 
rang through much of the New Eng­ 
land settlement, for they were peo­ 
ple of the Book. Without such an ex­ 
pression today. Thanksgiving be­ 
comes just another commercial hol­ 
iday, another sleep-in morning, a 
day-off. With the full meaning of the 
observation, we again come close to 
the power of the first Thanksgiving 
which can be life changing and life 
shaping, for that is just what hap­ 
pened in Massachusetts. 
The first Thanksgiving was terri­ 
bly practical and utterly frank. 
These tough settlers thanked God for 
being alive, for making it through a 
tough winter, for having food on the 
table, and with their Indian neigh­ 
bors, good feeling around the table. 
Their prayers were really for survi­ 
val not abundance, and they were to 
enjoy both in the Bay Colony in 1640. 
If that is the beginning and ending of 
our celebration, we are narrow peo­ 
ple indeed. 
Thanksgiving offers 
more and claims more than aback- 
ward look of several centuries or 
cartoon pictures of Pilgrims and 
turkeys. 
Charles Lamb, the distinguished 
author and leading American histor­ 
ian pondered the largeness and 
beauty of creation and his own im­ 
pulse to be thankful, wrote: 
“ I am disposed to say grace 
twenty other occasions in the course 
of the day besides my dinner. I want 
a form (of prayer) for setting out 
upon a pleasant walk, for a moon­ 
light ramble, for a friendly meeting 
or a solved problem. Why have we- 
none for books, those spiritual re­ 
pasts—a grace before Milton or a 
devotional exercise to be said before 
reading the ‘Faire Queen’? ” 
What Lamb is saying is that we 
have boundless occasions in each 
day to express and share the spirit 


of thanksgiving—it is not confined to 
food nor saved only for a single 
Thursday in November. 
If we are to admit to the power of 
Thanksgiving, we should look to its 
variety of expression through the 
centuries, particularly the attitudes 
of those descendents from the first 
autumn banquet. I’m not thinking of 
the Pilgrim-Puritan heritage which 
has punctuated our history and our 
government—rather the Indian 
world of religious perception and in­ 
fluence, writing its own history and 
story, century by century. 
In the new book ‘‘Enchanted 
Temples of Taos” (Rydal Press) 
Dora Vasquez tells the true story of 
her near-grandmother of Navajo de­ 
scent, Rosario. All of her life she had 
been an Indian slave to the Spanish 
in Northern New Mexico. Her past 
had been nearly erased by separa­ 
tion from her people. Later years 
were spent as a domestic in the 
home of a priest, who one day called 
her in and told her, in Spanish, that 
Abraham Lincoln had just signed 
the Emancipation Proclamation. He 
handed her a picture of the great 
President—the first time she had ev­ 
er heard or seen anything about this 
accomplishment. Now approaching 
100 years of age, she entered a tiny 
chapel, with picture in hand and 
turned, in thanksgiving, to the pres­ 
ence of (k)d: 
‘‘Though she had not been reli­ 
gious before this time, she took 
Abraham Lincoln’s picture and 
placed it among the saints on the al­ 
tar. He was the greatest saint to her, 
she looked at it again and went out a 
different person. Abraham Lincoln 
never knew that even in these hidden 
places he was cherished as a great 
man.” 
Lamb is right—there are many 
events in life, even daily, that the 
thoughtful and perceptive person 
can offer silent petitions of thanks, 
sentences of praise for the glistening 
moments that enrich everyone. In 
his recent volume, ‘‘Diary of Daily 
Prayer,” Barrie Shepherd has the 


suggestion that gratitude is the most 
universal emotion among people and 
that we ought to not only be able to 
express this feeling on the ‘‘official” 
days but in ‘‘the hidden joys, the tiny 
discoveries, the lesser celebrations” 
which confirm the wonder of life. 
If Thanksgiving has the force and 
persuasion of religious emotion, it 
will be found in every arena of life, 
and be felt in a rich variety of ex­ 
pressions. 
The Indian culture 
abounds with the sensitivity and 
gratitude of praise for Creation. An 
ancient Arapahoe invocation, sent to 
me by Henry J. Reemtsma, has been 
chanted for centuries by this Indian 
tribe at the Wind River Reservation 
in Wyoming (with translation by 
Benjam in Friday and W illiam 
Shakespeare) : 
0 Father, Great Spirit 
0 Four Old Men and the keeper of 
the Sacred Pipe. 
0 Morning Star and all good things 
of creation. 
1 mention these good things: the 
light of dawn, the good wind. 
the timber, the soil and the animals. 
Listen: all you creatures under the 
ground—all the creatures above 
the ground, in the air and in the 
water. 
May our boys and girls, our children 
of all ages— 
May our grown men and women and 
all our elders 
May they increase and be strength­ 
ened. 
0 Father Creator, We ask the bless­ 
ing on the food 
And we ask for all people the growth 
of loving hearts and a happy life 
and harmony. 
Thanksgiving, when linked to a 
loving Father, is not only powerful 
but eternal. It gathers all the emo­ 
tions of family life, all the senti­ 
ments of history, all the pride of a 
people’s past, blending race and cul­ 
ture and creed, and royally pro­ 
claims what the Psalmist shouted 
thousands of years ago, ‘‘Let every­ 
thing that hath breath praise the 
lord!”

R E F L E C TIO N S Three - hun­ 
dred - and - fifty - four years ago, the 
Pilgrims of Plymouth Colony, by de­ 
cree of their governor, William 
Bradford, held the first Thanksgiv­ 
ing observance in the New World. 
After days of preparation, the 
Pilgrims were joined by 80 friendly 
Indians who brought wild turkey and 
venison to the feast which lasted for 
three days. 


It was not merely a festival occa­ 
sion, there were prayers and ser­ 
mons and songs of praise to the Lord 
for his great bounty. 


The custom spread to other colo­ 
nies and was repeated in Plymouth 
Colony each year after the crops had 
been harvested. 


Eight thanksgiving celebrations 
were held during the Revolutionary 
War observing victories by the Colo­ 
nists and in 1789, President George 
Washington proclaimed a day of 
thanksgiving. 
The Protestant Episcopal Church 
in America, also in 1789, designated 
the first Thursday in November as 
an annual day to give thanks. 
However, there was no uniform 
national day of thanksgiving for the 
next 135 years. It was observed in 
some states but others did not com­ 
memorate such a day. 


It was left to a woman, so far as 
we know, whose persistence for 
many years led President Abraham 
Lincoln in 1863 to proclaim the last 
Thursday in November as a national 
Thanksgiving Day. 
Josepha Hale, editor of ‘‘(Jodey’s 
Lady’s Book,” a journal of general 


circulation, in a column she wrote 
for 30 years pleaded that a national 
day of Thanksgiving be established. 
She not only sought support by 
continually exhorting in her column 
for a proclamation of Thanksgiving 
Day, she wrote letters to each of the 
Presidents of the United States. 
Finally in 1863, Lincoln rewarded 
her efforts by setting a day aside for 
national observance of Thanksgiv­ 
ing. 
The time designated by Lincoln 
lasted for 75 years until 1939, when 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
changed the date to the third Thurs­ 
day in November to allow a longer 
shopping period between Thanks­ 
giving and Christmas. 
This date for observing Thanks­ 
giving lasted only two years. In 1941, 
Congress changed ihe date to the 
day we now commemorate and to 
the Thursday in November which 
Lincoln designated in 1863. 
Have a memorable Thanksgiving 
Day this year.

wi Untraditional turk ey 


By A IL E E N C LA IR E 
N EA Food Editor 
Turkey is more than a holi­ 
day eating experience these 
days. 
Yet, at Thanksgiving 
there always is the perplexing 
quandary of what to do with the 
bird. As fam ily size diminishes 
and fewer sit down to feast on a 
handsome, golden stuffed roast 
turkey with all the trimmings, 


it is time to grace this very spe­ 
cial meal with a different tur­ 
key dish. Why not try glazed 
turkey legs, or turkey roll en 
croûte, or curried turkey over 
broiled bananas'’ Turkey now 
comes in rolls, breasts and legs, 
so casseroles, soups and other 
different turkey dishes no long­ 
er require the previous roasting 
of a whole 12- or 24-pound bird. 


Roast turkey roll as label di­ 
rects. Cool slightly, remove 
string. Remove skin, if desired. 
Fry bacon and onion until ba­ 
con is crisp. Pour off half of 
drippings. Add cranberries and 
cook until cranberries are soft, 
about 5 minutes. Stir in bread 
crumbs. Cool. Mix pie crust 
mix and poultry seasoning then 
prepare as label directs. On a 
floured surface, roll three- 
fourths of crust into 16 by 12 


inches oblong. Spread pie crust 
with cranberry mixture. Place 
turkey roll on pie crust and roll 
crust around turkey roll to en­ 
close com pletely. Seal all 
edges. 
On greased cookie sheet 
place turkey roll, seam-side 
down. Brush pie crust with 
beaten egg.

Mo st o f all, I nev er to ld them, 
“ Lo o k, I kno w y o u made this who le thing 
up so y o u can fo rg et abo ut the presents 
and all that.’’ 
They , in turn, nev er sat me do wn fo r a 
serio us, birds and bees-lev el talk abo ut 
the reindeer and the elv es. In fact, since 
the Santa Claus illusio n is no t the so rt 
that shatters itself (there being little o c­ 
casio n fo r Santa to be caug ht accepting 
bribes o r misusing his influence), it o c­ 
curs to me that he and I hav e nev er really 
g iv en each o ther up. 
It’s true that as I hav e co me to be an 
Uncle Ralph my self I hav e no ticed that 
any presents that g et g iv en also hav e to 
g et bo ug ht. 
I hav e read abo ut ho w we deriv ed o ur 
v ersio n o f Santa fro m the Euro pean 
my ths. 
I hav e satisfied my self intellectually 


that there is no po ssibility , scientifically 
speaking , that reindeer can fly at all, let 
alo ne fly fast eno ug h to g et aro und so 
speedily o n Christmas Ev e, o r that any ­ 
o ne as o ld as Santa co uld stand the pace 
ev en if the reindeer co uld. 
No ne o f that matters v ery much. 
There is a co rner o f my mind that kno ws 
that while it is pretty nice to be a g ro wn­ 
up, there were, mix ed in with all the usu­ 
ally underestimated pro blems o f child­ 
ho o d, a few nice thing s, to o . That part o f 
me wo n’t g iv e up Santa Claus. 
It is, I suspect, the same part that still 
cheers at baseball g ames, cries alo ng 
with the nieces and nephews when Bam- 
bi’s mo ther is killed and remembers San­ 
dra Zimmerman, flame o f my eig hth 
g rade class. And tho ug h I’m aware that 
this kind o f escapism may no t be the 
so undest o f traits fro m a psy cho analy ti­ 
cal standpo int, I really do n’t want to g o 
into that. 
What I want to kno w is that co me this 
(3 iristmas Ev e, I’ll be able to lo o k o ut in­ 
to the nig ht thro ug h the falling sno w - 
imag ined o r real—and, kno wing as much 
as y o u can kno w any thing that Santa 
(Tlaus is o ut there so mewhere, turn back 
inside to the lig ht, feeling warm and 
smiling .

If you want a traditional live evergreen 
tree for Christmas but wonder if it's ecologi­ 
cally sound, don’t worry. It is. 
The American Forest Institute points out 
that trees are renewable. And. since almost 
all Christmas trees are specifically grown for 
holiday use on scientifically-managed “ tree 
farms.” their use doesn’t deplete the forest. 
The tree farms, in fact, offer environmen­ 
tal side-benefits. Christmas trees flourish on 
thin soil that is generally unsuitable for other 
“ crops.” This means land that might other­ 
wise lie fallow is productively used and es- 
thetically 
improved. 
Foresters 
say 
that 
CTiristmas tree stands also help to stabilize 
the soil and provide browse and habitat for 
wildlife and small game. 
The ecological soundness of fresh trees for 
holiday use is even more pronounced when 
measured against use of artificial trees, notes 
AFI. Fresh trees need only solar energy to 
grow. But the manufacture of plastic or alu­ 
minum trees requires sizable amounts of pe­ 
troleum and electricity—energy sources in 
seriously short supply. 
Though we tend to think of the Christmas 
tree as a particular “ type,” AFI says there 
are about 40 varieties of evergreens that 
could qualify for the honor. Only a half-dozen 
nr cn qrp commercially grown, however. Most 


popular are the Balsam and Douglas firs, 
Scotch pine, cedar spruce and red pine. These 
species make the best Christmas trees be­ 
cause they tend to have the right esthetic 
qualities: triangular shape, good color, thick 
full-needled branches, and a pleasing fra­ 
grance. 
Like people, even the most attractive trees 
benefit from proper grooming. On Christmas 
tree farms, cosmetic work improves the 
trees’ natural attributes. Rapid upward 
growth is cut back to encourage a fuller, 
bushier shape Kinks in the trunk—like crook­ 
ed teeth—are braced into straightness. Une­ 
ven development is corrected by shearing the 
branches into symmetry. 


It takes from six to twelve years of hard 
work to grow a Christmas tree. Careful and 
well-timed harvesting is required to get the 
tree to market undamaged and fresh enough 
to withstand indoor conditions. 
To be sure the tree is fresh when you buy 
it. AFI suggests checking for a wet, sticky 
stump bottom and needles that are not brittle 
and do not readily drop off when the trunk is 
rapped on the ground or shaken. It will stay 
fresh longer if a slanted slice is cut off the bot­ 
tom, the stump end placed in water, and the 
tree located in a relatively cool place.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Here 
is the text of President Ford’s 
Thanksgiving Day proclama­ 
tion:

The petition of our 
Founding Fathers for redress 
of their grievances had been re­ 
jected by King and Parliament, 
and the people of America be­ 
gan the struggle from which 
emerged this great Nation. 
Our Nation is the oldest con­ 
tinuously surviving republic in 
the world. For 200 years our 
freedoms have been questioned, 
challenged, tested and rein­ 
forced. These freedoms have 
shaped our destiny and served 
as a beacon to other peoples. 
Our Nation draws its strength 
from people of every creed, of 
every color, of every race — 
native Americans and people 
from every nation in the world 
who for two centuries have 


come to share in the rewards 
and responsibilities of our 
American Republic. 
On the eve of our 200th year, 
Thanksgiving Day should be a 
day of special reflection upon 
the qualities of heart, mind and 
character of the men and wom­ 
en who founded and built our 
great Nation. Let us join in giv­ 
ing thanks for our cultural plu­ 
ralism. Let us celebrate our di­ 
versity and the great strengths 
that have come from sharing 
our traditions, our ideas, our 
resources, our hopes and our 
dreams.

Repeal sought on 
discrimination bill 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Ford administration is consid- 
ering 
asking 
Congress 
to 
amend or repeal a law intended 
to shield small merchants from 
price discrimination by whole­ 
salers and manufacturers. The 
issue is stirring up a hornets’ 
nest of debate. 
The White House Domestic 
Council has invited economists, 
businessmen, lawyers and fed­ 
eral officials to discuss the law 
at hearings Dec. 8-10. 
Jonathan C. Rose, a deputy 
assistant attorney general in 
the Justice Department's anti­ 
trust division, said adminis­ 
tration officials probably will 
develop a specific legislative 
proposal following the hearings. 
Rose has been working with 
Domestic Council staff mem­ 
bers on the wide-ranging ad­ 
ministration review of the Rob- 
inson-Patman Act, 
the 
1936 
statute that prohibits manufac­ 
turers and wholesalers from of­ 
fering special low prices to 
some customers and not to oth­ 
ers. 
Some administration officials 
feel the statute harms con­ 
sumers by discouraging com­ 
petition and keeping prices high 
for food, clothing, appliances 
and a broad range of other 
merchandise. 
“ Protecting small business as 
such may not be the most pro- 
consumer, 
pro-competitive 
thing to do,” Rose said. 
“ On the surface, the Robin- 
son-Patman Act seems to have 


some anticompetitive effects,” 
agreed Stan Morris, an official 
of the Office of Management 
and Budget, which also is in­ 
volved in the administration re­ 
view. 
Morris and Rose said in in­ 
terviews that the public hear­ 
ings were scheduled because 
administration 
officials 
feel 
they need more information be­ 
fore making specific recom­ 
mendations to President Ford. 
The move to change the Rob- 
inson-Patman Act stems from a 
much broader administration 
drive to diminish government 
regulation of business on the 
theory that less regulation will 
lead to 
more intense com­ 
petition 
and 
perhaps 
lower 
prices. 
The 
regulated 
industries, 
such as airlines and railroads, 
generally oppose the adminis­ 
tration reforms on grounds that 
some companies on the brink of 
financial disaster cannot sur­ 
vive without the protection of 
government regulation. 
Several 
organizations 
of 
small businessmen are mar­ 
shaling their forces to oppose 
any plan to weaken or repeal 
the Robinson-Patman Act. 
“ We believe that small busi­ 
ness would be so disadvantaged 
if Robinson-Patman were re­ 
pealed or weakened by amend­ 
ments that their major battle 
would be one of survival,” said 
John E. Lewis, executive vice 
president of the National Small

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Family income predicted 
to increase bv $2,000 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Real 
income of the average Ameri­ 
can family should increase be­ 
tween $1,400 and $2,000 by 1980, 
leading to a significantly higher 
standard 
of living, 
says 
a 
Brookings 
Institution 
econo­ 
mist. 
Real income means the mon­ 
ey left after adjustment for in­ 
flation and measures the true 
buying-power of income. 
The economist, Charles L. 
Schultze, said Monday his cal­ 
culations assume a continuation 
of the historical rate of in­ 
crease in the U.S. standard of 
living of 2 to 3 per cent a year 
since World War II. 
“ There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that over the next seven 
years that it will be in any ma­ 
jor way off” the historical 
trend, said Schultze, who was 
President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
budget director. 
By 1980, he said, Americans 
should be enjoying a standard 
of living 16 to 17 per cent high­ 


er than in 1973. Since living 
standards declined during the 
recession, that means a sharp 
speed-up in the next four years, 
he added in an interview. 
Schultze said that even a pes­ 
simistic outlook for the econo­ 
my should allow for an in­ 
crease of $1,400 in real family 
income. Median family income 
was 
about 
$12,051 
in 
1973, 
meaning there were as many 
families making less than that 
figure as there were making 
more. 
There is no way to predict 
how Americans will spend their 
additional 
money 
in 
1980, 
Schultze said, but he added, 
“ you can be sure it won’t be 
concentrated on any one area.” 
“ You can probably expect 
people will be buying smaller 
cars on the average than would 
otherwise be the case,” he said. 
He also said it’s “ entirely 
possible” the cost of a college 
education will increase faster 
than the over-all rate of in­ 


flation, which could mean that 
some families will be spending 
a greater portion of their in­ 
come for education. 
“ An obvious determination of 
how people spend their income 
is 
the 
change 
in 
relative 
prices,” he added. 
Schultze said his calculations 
assume 
correct 
government 
economic policies and the ab­ 
sence of catastrophe. 
He said a drop in the stand­ 
ard of living of about 2.5 per 
cent in 1974 and 1975 was due 
largely to the recession-induced 
high unemployment. If unem­ 
ployment continues above the 
full employment level of 4 per 
cent in 1980, then the increase 
in living standards will be slow­ 
ed.

The Doct or Says: More tha n 2 million coses of roundworms 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
D EA R DR. LAM B - I ’m 55 
and after going to two doctors 
with my stomach trouble dis­ 
covered I have a nest of worms. 
I took three different types of 
patent medicine, went to one 
doctor again and took what he 
prescribed, and the other 
doctor said it might be fiber. 
Thousands of roundworms 
are passing, and there is no end 
to this as they multiply fast. 
I ’ve no more funds for doctors 
now, and I wonder what you 
might suggest. 
Neither doctor prescribed 
any type of diet or any real 


lexative, but I have taken a new 
cure which is a mild laxative. 
I ’m sure they are the normal 
variety. However, some are 
long and look flat, white and 
have a ribbed-like body. 
I am a baby sitter so may 
have gotten these from children 
I cared for. I work for a 
wholesale candy firm so may 
have eaten lots of s ii^r. I 
frequented a burger stand that 
closed recently. 
D EA R RE A D ER — Some of 
my city readers may be sur­ 
prised to learn that worms are 
still a major problem in parts of 
the 
United 
States. 
That 


specifically includes the large 
roundworms which you may 
have. Tapeworms also occur. 
TTiere are probably over two 
million cases of roundworms in 
the U.S. and Canada, based on 
the worldwide studies of worm 
infections. I can’t tell from your 
description whether you have 
roundworms or tapeworms, but 
the only way anyone can tell is 
by looking at them. 
I strongly suggest that you 
take some actual specimens to 
the doctor, whether or not you 
can afford to see him. He will

In the life 
cycle they spread by way of the 
circulation 
to 
the 
lungs, 
lite ra lly 
craw l 
up 
the 
respiratory tract out of the 
windpipe and into the back of 
the throat. Here they crawl into 
the esophagus and pass through 


the stomach to the intestines to 
set up housekeeping. 
In addition to the nutrition 
problems that they can cause, if 
you 
treat 
these 
actively 
yourself with some medicine 
that actually works, you have 
the risk of causing an intestnal 
obstruction. I must strongly 
advise 
that your treatment 
should be under the supervision 
of a doctor. 
Untreated cases can persist 
for 20 to 40 years if not detected, 
and the individual may con­ 
tinue to be a source of infection. 
There are a wide variety of 
complications various ones of 


these worms can cause. They 
have even been found in the 
nose and ear. 
The 
large 
roundworms may be several 
inches long (some varieties as 
long as 13 inches) and other 
varieties may be so small they 
can hardly be seen.

The British landing party 
headed for the print shop of 
John Holt, publisher of the Vir­ 
ginia Gazette or Norfolk Intelli­ 
gencer. carried off the type, 
part of the press and two jour­ 
neyman printers. Holt himself 
barely escaped, Some in the 
colony thought that Norfolk Pa­ 
triots should have resisted, but. 
overawed by the cannon of 
British frigates, they merely 
watched. 
By this raid of Sept. 30. 1775, 
Lord Dunmore, the last royal 
governor of Virginia, silenced 
one of his most daring critics. 
Holt had been running dispar­ 
aging articles about the gover­ 
nor right under the guns of the 
British fleet where Dunmore 
had taken refuge. Now the gov­ 
ernor had his own press and 
from offshore he sporadically 
issued a newspaper or procla­ 
mations. 
Royal authority in Virginia 
had been virtually destroyed by 
this time. It was partly due to 
the ineptness of Governor Dun­ 
more and partly because of the 
growing Patriot protest against 
British rule 
The previous year the House 
of Burgesses had been in ses­ 
sion when news of the Boston 
Port Bill reached Williams­ 
burg. Patriots, led by Thomas 
Jefferson, Patrick Henry and 
Richard Henry Lee, planned a 
fast for the day when Boston 
was to be closed. Although fast­ 
ing was not fashionable in Vir­ 
ginia, the excitement of the 
time enabled the Patriots to 
push a protest resolution, call­ 
ing for the fast, through the leg­ 
islature. 
Lord 
Dunmore 
was 
so 
shocked that he dissolved the 
assembly May 25. 1774. But 
some members adjourned to 
the Apollo Room of the Raleigh 
Tavern where, in an unofficial 
meeting, they adopted some 
revolutionary proposals. 
With Peyton Randolph in the 
chair the Patriots made plans 
for Virginia to send delegates to 
a general congress at Philadel­ 
phia in September. They also 
called for a boycott of English 
goods. Other rebellious meas­ 
ures w'ere proposed, too— clos­ 
ing courts and stopping pay­ 
ment on British debts. 
Wliile the governor sat in the 
Palace at 
Williamsburg his

Throughout Virginia, meetings 
were held and committees were 
formed to enforce the boycott 
and to close courts At the Fair­ 
fax County meetmg, George 
Washington presided. 
Virginians 
fully 
concurred 
with the actions taken by the 
First Continental Congress that 
September and. during the win­ 
ter of 1774-1775, military prepa­ 
rations were made throughout 
the colony. 
In March 1775 the House of 
Burgesses met as a convention 
without the governor or the 
council 
at 
Richmond. 
Here 
firmer enforcement of the boy­ 
cott and stronger m ilitary 
measures were planned. It was 
at this time that Patrick Hen­ 
ry— in one of his magnificent 
speeches— asked, 'is life so 
dear, or peace so sweet, as to be 
purchased at the price of chains 
and slavery*’ Forbid it. Al­ 
mighty God! I know not what 
course others may take; but as 
for me, give me liberty or give 
me death.” 
Still at Williamsburg, Gover­ 
nor Dunmore decided he had 
better take some action. On 
April 20,1775, acting on the gov­ 
ernor’s orders, a squad of ma­ 
rines seized the colony’s gun­ 
powder in the magazine at the 
capitol and carted it off to the 
Magdalen lying in the James 
River 
The infuriated Patriots gath­ 
ered at Fredericksburg and 
other muster places, planning 
to march on Williamsburg. As 
conservatives worked to pre­ 
vent violence. Governor Dun­ 
more promised to pay for the 
gunpowder. Peace was pre­ 
served for the time being and 
the militia dispersed. 
Still unaware of the strength 
of the revolutionary movement 
in Virginia, the governor called 
a meeting of the House of Bur­ 
gesses for June 1, 1775. He 
hoped to reopen courts and to

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restore his authority, but feel­ 
ings were running so high 
against him that one member 
suggested hanging the gover­ 
nor. At this point Dunmore de­ 
cided to take his family to York- 
town, where he boarded the 
Fowey. 
The disgusted Burgesses, 
many of whom were anxious to 
preserve old governmental 
forms, sent a message to the 
governor protesting his absen­ 
teeism and then finished their 
business. It was the last meet­ 
ing of Virginia’s colonial as­ 
sembly. 
Lord Dunmore made his way 
to a ship in the Norfolk area 
where there were some traders 
who supported him. And nearby 
at the village of Gosport he be­ 
gan gathering soldiers, hoping 
that he would be able to rees­ 
tablish control over the colony. 
There were a handful of British 
regulars, a few marines, some 
Tories, and about 200 runaway 
slaves. All in all, it was a rather 
patehtic force. 
As the Patriots were organiz­ 
ing two regiments of militia to 


move against Dunmore, British 
vessels sailed about 
Chesa­ 
peake Bay plundering planta­ 
tions and carrying off Negroes. 
During one of these chicken- 
stealing raids, a tender was 
driven ashore at Hampton by a 
storm. The exasperated citi­ 
zens of the town made off with 
the guns aboard and burned the 
boat. WTien Captain Squier of 
the Otter tried to recover some 
of his property, the townspeople 
drove him off with gunfire, kill­ 
ing two men. 
All the while that these events 
were taking place, the colonial 
press was mercilessly berating 
the governor. Dunmore could 
not get at the printers in Wil­ 
liamsburg, but Holt’s irritating 
Norfolk paper was close at 
hand. This was what led to the 
attack on the printer’s shop in 
late September 1775. 
Shortly the governor, in a fu­ 
tile move, declared martial 
law, and on Nov. 17 he unwisely 
issued a proclamation promis­ 
ing freedom to all slaves who 
would join him. This rash act 
turned the entire planter class 


against Dunmore. 
Affairs came to a head in De­ 
cember 1775 when American 
militia under Capt. William 
Woodford routed the governor’s 
mixed force at Great Bridge a 
few miles from Norfolk. Dun­ 
more hastily fled to a warship. 
Not long after he retaliated by 
setting Norfolk afire. When the 
Americans occupied the town in 
February 1776 they completed 
its destruction. 
Although the governor dog­ 
gedly tried to exert some influ­ 
ence, he was completely dis­ 
credited. 
The Constitutional Gazette of 
New 
York, 
Sept. 
30, 
1775, 
summed up feelings about the 
governor in these terms: “ In a 
late hurricane at Virginia, it 
seems Lord Dunmore fared but 
indifferently, as by some acci­ 
dent or other, occasioned by the 
confusion in which the sailors 
were, his lordship fell over­ 
board, 
and 
was 
severely 
ducked. But according to the 
old saying: ‘Those who are born • 
to be hanged, will never be 
drowned’.”
